America in the past has played a part in European life chiefly 
by offering a haven for the poor and oppressed of other lands. It 
still possesses that 
character, but the situation 
is changing 
rapidly with the great shift of population from the Old World 
to the New. 
Clearly, if enough of Europe’s poverty-stricken, poorly educat­ 
ed and politically backward millions come to America, the two 
types of civilization will become so mixed that American char­ 
acteristics 
will 
be 
altogether 
changed. 
They 
have 
already changed 
greatly in the 
last two 
or three 
decades. 
Observant 
middle-aged 
Americans 
today 
hardly 
recognize 
the Ajneric 
of their youth, 
in 
the 
altered 
complexion 
of 
our big cities end. indeed, many of our little ones. Living stand­ 
ards, political standards, social standards, moral standards are 
lowered. The result is a compromise which is certainly bad for 
America and which is of doubtful usefulness to Europe. 
Europe needs, for its own rehabilitation, the services of near­ 
ly all the people w'ho are now flocking to the 
United States. 
Europe also needs, more than ever before, the economic, political 
and moral support of the United States. This country can be of 
tar greater service to the Old World if it preserves its genuinely 
American character, its American ideals and American prosperity, 
than if it degenerates into a mongrel country midway between the 
America and Europe of the past. 
This is the highest justification for steadfastly resisting 
any such immigration as would break down the safe guards of 
Americanism. It should be given full consideration by Congress 
in its forthcoming immigration law, and should serve to recon­ 
cile our short-sighted foreign-born citizens to the essential jus-- 
tice of severe restrictive measures.
